quality antenna installation materilal,and indeed this has done some 
good,For this month we will outline some very: aimple methods of limiting - 
weather effects on cur outdoor dx equipment,Of course it must be under. 
-sttod we can't convert old or second rate installations into first rate 
stuff, bit rather improve them to the best of our abllity and budget, 

At least once a year a dxer should take dowh his antenna for a 
thorough inspection and cleaning,The elements that are broken and bent 
should be repaired or replaced,as well as rusty bolts,clamps,etc, All 
insulators that appear cracked,warped or have non-removable incrusted 
dirt on their surfaces should and must be replaced for best reception, 
When reSlacing elements and insulators on some antennas it will be 
necessary to remove rivets,which can be a tough job for the non-exper- 
~lenced, The thing to do here is to first brace the work piece to 
prevent damaging shock to the antenna,then with a high speed electric 
drill remove the overlapping flare.at the rivet.ond, Then with a-nail-or - 

= punch push the dead rivet out, However if the rivet isin solid,and 
light o11 or prying won't bidge it,then burning away the insulator in 
which the rivet 1s stuck,is about the only course left. Great care must 
be taken when heat is applied near any insulated stacking jumper, etc,as 
damage may result, It is a good idea to create a thermal: barrier, that 
4a something to take up the heat, This can be done by either attechin, 
spring clamps.or pliers between the work. and the to be proteotéd Idd Gh 
area,or by keeping the protected area cool with air or water, If the 
stuck rivet is.in metal,the use’ of. your drill,a metal saw,and any number 
_ of toole.may be necessary to remove it, Just be careful you don't renove 
more. than you bargained for§ as for cleaning the amtenna(after repairs 
have been made) a good non-commorical product that can be obtalmad at 
nearly-every grocery store ia by. the name of "brillo", This product is 
of the'soap pad" nature,and all“the necessary aluminum cleaning 
(elements are at your command, Before cleaning the antenna however,I sugge 
. (suggest) you go over thé pitted areas(if any) with a fine sandpaper, 
j Never sandpaper the entire antenna,only the necessary dpots, By not 
j following this rule,you will merely shorten the life of your antenna! 
; The most important area to clean is the matching point when your lead 
i; in is attached to the working elements,Make sure that there 1s a good 
i Glean electrical connection free.of dirt,etc.,and that the terminal 
colts and washers are clean and tight,After you have completed ‘scrubbihg 
vl. the antenna,wash all excess soap off with a hose and leave the unit to 
~~~" dry Arter drying tie application of one-of those special plastic “sprays 
to the matching termihals would be a good idea,However covering the 
entire antenna with such a spray is not such a good idea as this will 
cause some loss,Now for ordinary viewer's antennas such a coating would 
be fine and add life to the installation, tut for a DX installation even 
_&@ slight loss could ruin your chances of a.weak MS or tropa logging! 
Last before re-installing your antenna it would be a good idea to give 
all your boits(except electrical or sprayed ones) a coating of electric 
motor oll, This will give some protection against rusting,Another thing 
to look at-is the satdle clamp, If it is rusty,sand it down,and give it 
& coat of paint ,After it is dry,you can give the threads a coat of oil 
or spray,If you follow through on all of this,you should then receive 
' peak results through the entire life of your antenna, As#fer antenna’ 
life, a new unit should be’ installed about every three years in normal 
areas,and avery two or leas in industrial,chemical,wet or salty areas,

Locally, F2 DX has continued to bo botter than last year at this timo, Note 
this comparison of F2 DX from the Eastern US. In 1957, first DX on 35.58 Mo was 
on Sept 11, some more on tho 12th, none tho 13th. More on the 15th and 16th, and 
almost everyday thereafter, but openings were mostly to the SH (not toward Europe) 
and there was only ono or two stations heard at a timos It was Sept 18 before I 
logged any NE US station on 35 Mo, and there were no real widespread openings until 
October 3 - and this was mostly th the SE. .

And 
one thing more, F2 DX is vory likely to bo vory ghosty, although it may got vo 
strong, ond the sound will likely not cone in ~ but if it docs, it will not bo at 
tho same time the picture starts, nor for as longs You will. roclly havo to be on 
your toes to ID such stations, but by dotormining direction, watching for ovidonce 
of any recognizoable items or people, and especially ads during station broaks, and 
writting down all lmow facts, including the time as exact as possible and also 
note and record the types of interferronco to the picture, ieee fine-lino “RM, 

wide VB, ete. This may be osyocially valueable, if vou havo a weak loeal which 
will always produce some type of RM as tho DX starts, Also, the loast ghosting 

is most likely at the beginning or endinc of such DX. If you ean afford it, take | 
many photos, esnecially of anything that imy bo a TP or ID slidos Try to havo the 
oomora at the same location without moving ity and ssceial teohnicues may be able 
to make readable pictures Spom thons

they aro posative, or listed as guesses. 411 Bs loggings are valucable, regardloss 
of how o}d, but do not include any trops, MS, or F2. You should include nysteries, 
and so.indicate. list wunideds, ospecially the hichost ehennel logred. Include 

any high-bend DX which appeared to you to be Es, Bo suro to indicate changes from 
Daylight to Standard tine (if changos are mado) and be suro to ret the JM and PM 
right, if you don't use the 24hour tinc system, TF's will be exchenged on the basis 
of smount of material sent and complotencas of listings. 

F2 PREDICTIONS: Prosont indications arc thet Oct 3 @ 4 should be included as 
likely good days, also the period of Oct 15 to 17 should bo oxtonded to the 22nd, 
and the 23rd to the 25th may not bring much DX, Romombor, these aro days that now 
appéar to be above average, along with the ones, or instead of the onos listed last 
month, Averazo iWF predictions for Oct and Nov were listed last monthe Peak values 
may exceed tho average by 10 Ne or moro ~ and this doesn't mean the whole dsy will’.
